that I see is across this privately do­ 
nated land and now they propose to 
give 1000 feet of it away—not for 
$50,000 in cash but for a designated 
amount of dredging to make more 
channels in front, of private property, 
and the very m aterial taken from the 
channel will probably be used to 
improve private property. 
“When the eternal triangle is com­ 
pleted what will be the result? This 
iB w’hat might very’ easily happen, 
on the assumption that the recipi­ 
ents of the 1000-foot frontage, the 
dredging company and adjacent lan l 
owners are one and the same which 
seems to be fairly well established 
by rumor. 
“The lands of the syndicate might 
be filled or otherwise made valuable 
by dredging adjacent channels paid 
for by 1000-feet 
of 
county-owned 
frontage. 
The county might be out 
and the land owners in. when the 
circle is completed. 
Questions Legality 
“Third. I do not believe the board 
of supervisors has a legal right to j 
dispose of this land for the purpose 
of additional work beyond the $500,- 
OOO expenditure. 
The harbor com­ 
mission was created for one purpose; 
only and that is the expenditure of 
$500,000 provided by the bond issue. 
The h a rb o r-act. specifically states 
that when it has completed that work 
it autom atically goes out of busi-j 
ness. 
“Fourth, this land was donated to 
the people of Orange county as a: 
consideration for and an inducement; 
to get them to expend $500,000, and I 
we have no more moral right to dis-, 
pose of it to increase the dredging 
^han we would to dispose of the 
County Park, with Mr. Irvine’s con­ 
sent, for the same purpose. 
“Fifth, it seems to have been the 
policy to get the maximum amount 
of channels dredged with the Mini­ 
mum amount expenditure on more 
vital parts of the work. 
“For instance, a definite amount of 
work was provided in the original 
plan for the new mouth of the river 
on which the bond issue was based. 
Instead of carrying out that plan, 
the amount of rock used there was 
reduced, according to official state­ 
ments, to the extent of 40,000 tons. 
This, of course, left blore 
money 
available for dredging purposes. 
I 
seriously question the legality of di­ 
verting any portion of th ^ money 
provided for the river outlet to any 
other purpose until and unless that 
work has been carried out in its en­ 
tirety. 
Looking to Future 
“W hat is going to happen in the 
future if it develops th at the addi­ 
tional work provided 
for 
becomes 
necessary? It will probably be found 
necessary to provide for it a second 
time by a bond issue or direct tax, to 
avoid damage suits 
for 
injury to 
lands in the interior. 
“The dredging of channels is of 
minor im portance to the people of 
Orange county 
when 
compared to

The dredging can and would be ta 
ken care of by landowners benefitting 
by it when there is a demond for it. 
“I am making this statem ent not 
for the purpose 
of 
criticising or 
knocking anybody or anything, but 
solely for the purpose of performing 
my duty as a public officer and call­ 
ing the attention of the public to 
certain m atters for which I might be 
held responsible should I not do so.” 
Welsh's Statement 
W. H. W elsh of Costa Mesa, takes 
the view that the failure of Craig to 
say what he proposes to do with the 
property and the failure of Orange 
county so far to stipulate 
in 
the 
lease that he shall do anything with 
the property will leave the harbor 
high and dry so far as opportunity 
for development is concerned. 
“Just as sure as Craig, the ship 
builder, gets a 50-year lease of the 
1000-foot frontage on Newport har­ 
bor,” writes Welsh, “just that sure 
will Newport harbor be held up in 
such a way that it will not amount 
to anything 
to 
speak of for fifty 
yeara. 
By that time Los 
Angeles 
harbor will be so strong that no m at­ 
ter what Newport may do, Los An­ 
geles will not feel it. 
“Los Angeles claims Southern Cal­ 
ifornia as her commercial field, and 
she does not propose to have any­ 
thing spring up here that she does 
not control.”

SERIOUS DANGERS BEFORE 
AM ER IC A N S H IP O F STATE. 
To the Editor: 
One of the greatest evils of our 
times is the growing demand for re­ 
ligious legislation. 
This demand on 
the part of religious organizations 
is becoming more and more insistent, 
and in some instances the civil au­ 
thorities are 
yielding 
to 
i t 
The 
foundation pillars of civil and religi­ 
ous liberty are being thus assailed 
by their most relentless foes. 
Those religious organizations that 
are 
clamoring 
for 
governmental 
recognition of their peculiar dogmas, 
are setting their sails to catch every 
wind that blows. But they are work­ 
ing in the dark, under cover, camou­ 
flaging their real motives. 
They are 
adopting the U-boat method in at­ 
tacking the Ship of State. 
Civil liberty and religious liberty 
stand or fall together. 
No nation 
can long m aintain one without the 
other. 
They are the two comple­ 
ments which make the proposition 
complete. 
While we are striving to 
make the world 
safe 
for 
political 
democracy, we m ust not forget to 
save the world from religious auto­ 
cracy. 
A religious tyranny of the 
majority, confederated for the pur­ 
pose of controlling political institu­ 
tions and oppressing the minority. 
Is not a whit better than a religious 
autocracy of a few which menaces 
the rights of the majority. 
Alliances of religion and politics 
are wrong in principle, and always 
dangerous to the cause of civil and 
religious liberty. The results of such 
a combination can only be religious 
and civil despotism. 
A union of re­ 
ligion with the civil government is 
incompatible w ith the teachings of 
the New Testam ent. 
The medieval 
custom of uniting the church and 
the state in so-called Christian na­ 
tions, is not an outgrowth of true 
Christian principles, but is a prac­ 
tice borrowed from pagan nations, 
whose prevailing religions were al­ 
ways fostered by, or perhaps we 
would better say, identified with the 
civil governments. 
The present tendency toward a t­ 
tempting to make people righteous 
and religious through the establish­ 
ment of religious dogmas by civil 
authority is a danger signal at which 
we should take alarm. 
Sunday laws 
and 
universal 
compulsory Sunday 
observance, are an entering wedge, 
opening the gates for a flood of re­ 
ligious legislation to follow in its 
wake. 
It is high tim e that a strong 
voice of protest be raised against 
ecclesiastical 
encroachm ents

Lasby in recognition of her w ork in 
astronom y. 
On other occasions she has given 
the club excellent talk s on astron­ 
omical subjects, but last night she 
proved h erself as com petent to en­ 
lighten and en tertain in the world 
of literatu re a s in th e w orld of scien­ 
tific research. 
Miss Lasby began h er talk by ex­ 
plaining th a t since th e whole field 
of Scandinavian literatu re w as much 
too broad to be covered in one eve­ 
ning she had narrow ed her subject 
to one school, w hich cam e into being 
about 1880— th e school of practical 
idealism . W riters belonging to this 
school d eliberately set out to help 
th eir countrym en rise from the moral 
slough in w hich they felt them to be. 
She related an allegory w ritten by 
Bjornson in 1895 in w'hich he rep re­ 
sents A m erica w aiting on its shores 
for a w onderful fleet bringing the lit­ 
eratu re of the old w orld to the new\ 
France sen t her A rgosies, and Eng­ 
land and G erm any and H olland. But 
a part of the fleet is easily d istin ­ 
guished from th e re st and belongs 
to none of these countries. Its ships 
are very m any, and 
seem 
alm ost 
like phantom s, all 
th eir 
hulls 
are 
gray. Each is m arked by a brocd, 
black stripe, and in all th is great 
section is not a single pleasure craft. 
B jornsen says th e dark strip e is 
the resu lt of th eir an cien t sagas.
